Land at French Frigate Shoals, 
First Objective in 10-Day 
Air Cruise.

HONOLULU, Nov. 9.—Forty-one 
naval planes left Pear] Harbor this 
morning on a 10-day mass flight. 

The fastest covered the 550 miles 
to the first objective, French Fri- 
gate Shoals, 550 miles west of here, 
in five hours and 45 minutes. The 
last of the squadron landed 50 min- 
utes later. 

Today’s flight was the first in a 
series of tactical problems to be 
worked out among the widely sepa- 
rated islands to the west and north 
of Honolulu. 

“In time of war,” Rear Admiral 
Frederick Horne, commanding the 
fleet, explained before the start, 
“Wake Island, Guam and possibly 
Unalaska would serve as landing 
bases for aircraft. These flights 
will test our efficiency in getting 
there,” 

The mass flight was made up of 
two divisions. In the first are the 


planes capable of making 90 miles | 
an hour, the second of those capa- | 


ble of 115 miles an hour. 
Last spring more than 40 naval 


planes flew secretly out of Pearl 


Harbor for a mass flight to the 
Midway Islands.

dered assurance that Chinese of- 
ficials would co-operate “to the full- 
est extent.” 

While the*scene of the incident 
was in the Chinese city, it occurred 
on the so-called extra settlement 
road which is conrtolled by settle- 
ment police. 

Asserting there had been concen- 
tration of Chinese troops in this 
vicinity, the embassy officials said 
they suspected the murderer was a 
member of the Chinese army in 
plainclothes.

Before daybreak a tour of the 
Hongkew District disclosed that in 
an area of 12 blocks around the 
scene of the shooting Japanese 
Blue-Jackets were stationed every 
yards along the darkened 
streets and alleys.

All pedestrians were stopped and 
questioned.

The seriousness of the incident 
was aggravated by the fact it fol- 
lows closely upon an attempt Nov. 
1 to assassinate Premier Wang 
Ching-Wei of China. The attempt, 
made at Nanking, was attributed 
to anti-Japanese plotters. 


Half a dozen suspects have al- 
ready been arrested and comrades 
of the marine searched houses for 
others. The pistol used for the 
| shooting was found. 


Statement by Embassy. 


The embassy demanded the im- 
mediate arrest of the assassin and 
said otherwise it would be forced 
to take drastic action. It issued this 
statement: 

“The affair is serious because it 
was an attack on a uniformed 
member of the Japanese navy. We 
hope the Chinese authorities will 
speedily arrest the assailant. 

“In view of the rumors circulat- 
ing in the last few days, it is hoped 
the Chinese authorities will make 
an effort to dispel the dark clouds 
seeming to hover over Chinese- 
Japanese relations.” 

(Feeling has been tense because 
of Japanese activities in northern 
China and reports, denied by the 
Japanese, that they intended to 
make new demands upon the Nan- 
king government.)

Body in Clump of Trees 5 
Blocks From Mt. Rainier 
(Md.) Home — Beaten 
and Strangled.

“We definitely link Metelski as 
one of the participants in the shoot- 
ing,” Acting Police Chief Frank 
Brennan said.

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VALIDITY OF LQUOR 
LAWS OF MISSOURI 
ATTACKED IN SUIT 


East St. Louis Plaintiff 
Charges That They Dis- 
criminate Against ~-Non- 


Resident Dealers. 


Suit for =n injunction to prevent 
enforcement of the Missouri State 
liquor laws was filed in Federal 
Court yesterday afternoon by the 
General Sales & Liquor Co. of East 
St. Louis. It is the first suit to be 
filed in Federal Court here attack- 
ing the validity of the State liquor 
laws. 

The suit is directed against E. J. 
Becker, State Supervisor of Liquor 
Control; Richard F. Surkamp, his 
assistant, and Attorney-General Roy 
McKittrick. A temporary restrain- 


ing order was sought before Fed- 
eral Judge Moore, but he postponed 
action until tomorrow. 

In its petition, the company al- 
leged that the liquors laws were un- 
constitutional and discriminatory 
against non-resident liquor dealers, 
stating that a recent interpretation 
of the laws by Becker and MckKit- 
trick that non-resident wholesale 
dealers must dispose of their goods 
through a Missouri-licensed whole-’ 
saler, prevented non-resident deal- 
ers from doing business in Missouri 
unless they obtained two whole- 
salers’ licenses and sold through 
their own branch offices. 

This, the company, alleged, was 
in conflict with the first section of 
the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, in 
that it denied to non-residents 
equal protection of the law, and was 
also in violation of Section 8, Article 
1, of the Constitution giving Con- 
gress sole jurisdiction over inter- 
state commerce. 

It was also alleged that the rul- 
ing by Becker and McKittrick as to 
non-resident dealers affected a 
large number of Such dealers and 
prevented them from doing busi- 
ness in Missouri, except at greatly 
increased expense. Its/own busi- 
ness in Missouri, the company said, 
averaged about $50,000 a year. The 
company already has one whole- 
galer's license to operate in Mis- 
souri, it was stated.

EASTMAN TALKS 
TQ RAIL CLERKS ON 
DADS’ PROBLEMS 


Federal Co-ordinator in St. 
Louis Address Urges Em- 
ployes to Help Cut Cost 
of Service. | 


Railroad problems from the 
standpoint of employes were dis- 
cussed at a conference of the 
Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Clerks at Hotel Jeffer- 
son yesterday by Joseph B. East- 
man, Federal co-ordinator of 
Transportation, who advised the 
workers to co-operate in reducing 
the cost of railway service. 

Plans for the consolidation and 
co-ordination of railways for the 
purpose of effecting economies are 
being worked out, Eastman said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, but are 
not yet ready for announcement. 

A Mutual Matter. 

Speaking at the Brotherhood con- 
ference, attended by about 200 rep- 
'resentatives from various parts of 
the United States, Eastman said 
'tHeir welfare in the long run would 
be best served by aiding their em- 
ployers in reducing the cost of serv- 
ice and increasing its efficiency. 

He advised the workers particu- 
larly that they should not insist on 
two men doing work that could be 
safely and efficiently done by one. 
To insist on unnecessary employ- 
‘ment only puts the railroads at fur- 
ther disadvantage in competition 


'with trucks and other forms of 
‘transportation, he said, and eventu- | 


ally will cause the loss of more rail- 
road jobs than would have been 
sacrificed by co-operation 
economies. 

The solution of the problem for 
the 1,000,000 railway workers, now 
only half as many as were em- 
ployed in 1920, does not lie in Gov- 
ernment ownership and manage- 
ment, Eastman said, for even un- 
der public operation the railways 
still would have to compete with 
other forms of transportation. 

The idea of Government owner- 
ship is in no way shocking to him, 
Eastman said, and there was much 


to be said for it, but he has not yet 
thought it advisable as a national | 


policy. 

It is his opinion, he said, that the 
railways can reg ain some of their 
lost freight and passenger business 
by installation of “fast, clean, cheap 
local service,” with new types of 
flexible motive power—gas, Diesel, 
or improved steam power. 

“I do not pose as an expert on 
this matter, and shall not attempt 
to go into details,” Eastman said. 
“The point is this: Here is a place 
where employment has already 
been lost. It is gone.

“If labor-saving devices and meth- 
ods are to become increasingly the 
rule, will there be enough work to 
go around and will there not be a 
constantly increasing surplus of un- 
employed? That is an exceedingly 
pertinent question, Theoretically, 
labor-saving methods and devices 
mereiy raise the speed at which a 
given population can _ produce 
wealth, and since we have nowhere 
near reached the possible limits of 
consumption, the result ought to 
minister to the needs, comforts and 
even luxuries of everyone. Unfor- 
tunately, our machinery of distribu- 
tion is faulty, and it does not work 
out that way.’

It just shows that there is 
still $1,800,000,000 in gold in the 
Treasury. 

Since the fund was set up on 
Jan. 31, 1934, there have been just 
two official utterances regarding 
its use: Once when Secretary Mor- 
genthau sought to reassure busi- 
ness with the statement that the 
fund had been, and would continue 
to be, used in the protection of the 
American dollar abroad, and again 
last June when French officials 
disclosed it had been employed to 
supply dollars to aid a harassed 
franc. This statement was later 
corroborated by Morgenthau. 

The Four Who Know. 
Secretary Morgenthau, as cus- 
todian of the fund, is familiar with 
its status at all times. He talks 
freely and affably but not about 
the stabilization fund. President 
Roosevelt, who must concur before 
Morgenthau sets the fund in action, 
knows about it. Archie Lochhead, 
a technical assistant to Secretary 
Morgenthau, is official observer of 
the fund and is thoroughly familiar 
with its operations.

Will They Stay Bought? 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N many ways we have progressed be- 
yond the “horse and buggy” era to 
which our smiling President has made 
such patronizing reference. Take the 
matter of corruption. While the _ bold, 
bad boys of the gay '90s bought legisla- 
tures, Representatives and Senators with 
cynical indifference to public opinion, it 
never occurred to them to place political 
corruption on a mass-production basis. 
The mere idea of purchasing the entire 
electorate would have staggered the imag- 
ination of these comparative innocents 
whose chief concern was whether a pur- 
chased Legislature or Senator would stay 
bought. 

It remained for the New Deal to mod- 
ernize corruption, to place it on a mass- 
production basis and to surround it with 
a@ propaganda-created halo of sanctimoni- 
ous pretensions to a higher morality. It 
remained for the New Deal in the third 
year of the reign of Franklin, the Mag- 
nificent, to attempt to buy the entire 
electorate by the greatest outpouring of 
taxpayers’ funds in the history of the 
world. 

The great question to be determined by 
the forthcoming presidential election is 
not whether a purchased Congressman 
will stay bought, but whether a purchased 
people will stay bought. Heretofore, tar- 
iffs, subsidies, pensions and pork barrel 
favors have had a somewhat limited ap- 
plication. They have involved sums that 
are insignificant as compared with the 
largess of the New Deal. Influential in 
election results, they did not directly 
reach and bribe the vast majority of our 
voters.

A WARNING TO MISSOURI. 


By common consent, the integration of Missouri 
lawyers under the rules adopted by the State Su- 
preme Court last year took its place as one of the 
most notable, if not the most notable, of public gains 
in this State for many years.

The occasion was a dinner at which Cliff Langs- 
dale, president of the Kansas City Bar Association, 
was personal host to the membership of that organi- 
gation. Mr. Langsdale did not lead the attack on the 
new disciplinary machinery, which consists of a 
committee for the State as a whole and a local vig- 
ilance committee in each of the 38 judicial circuits 
of Missouri, but Jerome Walsh, one of his guests, did. 

The complaint was not that the new system is fail- 
ing to work or even working badly.

The contention was that each group of law- 
yers, in its own locality, should be permitted to 
handle the matter of discipline according to its own 
standards. Not quite so high-sounding was the fur-

SAVAGE SQUADRONS. By Sergei Kour- 
nakoff. (Hale, Cushman & Flint, New 
York City.) 

OTWITHSTANDING the fact that the 


modern attitude of hostility toward her- 

editary aristocracy is well justified, there 
has been in the occasional flowering of the 
genuine artistocratic temper a high human 
value that need not be forgotten, although 
its price, paid in misery by untold millions, 
has been beyond measure. 

It cannot be denoted by any single word 
or phrase. “Noblesse oblige’ suggests it. 
“Morale,” in a very broad sense, might do; 
but the sense would have to be broad 
enough to include an unarguable conviction 
that there are hallowed conceptions of atti- 
tude and conduct more precious than life it- 
self; that even a hostile fate is to be wel- 
comed with a strict, but casual-seeming ob- 
servance of the amenities; that the heav- 
iest odds should be met as with a slight lift- 
ing of the brows and a “pleased to oblige;” 
in short, that living is a noble game to be 
played with a meticulous observance of the 
unwritten rules, Chivalry represented an 
attempt to institutionalize the attitude; but 
to institutionalize the things of the spirit is 
to kill. 

It seems to the present writer that, in addi- 
tion to being a first-rate narrative of adven- 
ture, “Savage Sqaudrons” is very notable 
as an exposition of the true aristocratic 
temper under the _ stress of great events.

It is a gallant and extraordinary fascinat- 
ing story that Kournakoff has to tell, and 
its intrinsic interest as a tale of heroic ad- 
venture is enhanced by the author's light- 
ness of manner that never degenerates into 
flippancy, his way of achieving emphasis by 
a habit of understatement which never sug- 
gests mock modesty. 

The most moving portion of the tale is 
that which is concerned with the breakdown 
of the old order, and the demoralization of 
the troops at the front—a veritable twilight 
of the gods. Deep as may be one’s sympathy 
for the long-suffering masses and one’s sense 
of impersonal justice in the world-shaking 
event, there is a certain indubitable great- 
ness of spirit to be felt in the better speci- 
mens of Kournakoff’s breed confronting 
doom. 

There is one terrible scene in which a fel- 
low officer drives an armored car into a 
town that is being looted by a drunken rab- 
ble enjoying its first fling with “liberty.”

THE BIBLE: AN AMERICAN TRANSLA- 
TION, By J. M. Powis Smith and Edgar 
I. Goodspeed, (The University of Chi- 
cago Press.) 


HE first English translation of the 

Scriptures—the Coverdale Bible — was 
published 400 years ago last month, and the 
publishers of the Smith-Goodspeed version, 
which appeared some years ago, now issue 
it in a popular low-priced edition by way of 
celebrating the anniversary. 

In explaining the need for a new transla- 
tion, the translators point out the great ad- 
vances that have been made in the matter 
of “textual problems,” the better knowledge 
of Hebrew in our times and the more im- 
mediate appeal of familiar modern English 
to the modern reader. Thus, it is hoped, the 
reading of the Bible may be encouraged, 
seeing that “the great message of the Old 
and New Testaments were never more nec- 
essary than in our present confused and 
hurried life.” 

There are those who, in no carping spirit, 
might venture to suggest that the vital 
spiritual] crux of essential religion is hardly 
a matter of Greek and Hebrew scholarship, 
or of the scientific consideration of textual 
problems, or of familiar language; that the 
enduring truth involved could be stated very 
simply in very small compass. 
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THE VOYAGE OF THE CHELYUSKIN. By 
Members of the Expedition. Translated 
from the Russian by Alec Brown. (The 
Macmillan Co., New York City.) 


ANY will remember the wreck of the 

Soviet ship, Chelyuskin, in the Arctic 
during the winter of 1933-34, and the rescue 
of the party by airplane a year ago last 
April. Here we have the complete official 
account of the whole adventure in the 
words of those who experienced it. 

It was in August, 1933, that the Chelyu- 
skin set out with a party of 105 aboard 
for the purpose of determining whether or 
not a cargo ship could reach the Pacific 
by way of the northeast Passage. During 
February, the expedition was within a few 
miles of Behring Strait, having skirted the 
whole northern coast of Siberia without mis- 
hap, when a storm turned the ice drift 
northward. 

At a distance of 90 miles from land, the 
ship was crushed in the floes and sank. 
Only one life was lost; and as preparations 
had been made for such an emergency, the 
party was reasonably well supplied. But 
during the two months that elapsed be- 
fore the rescue could be undertaken, the 
party camped on the shifting ice - was con- 
stantly in great danger; and it is a very 
fine vicarious experience to read of the high 
heroism of that group, as set forth here 
from many angles and without heroics.

Use a dull knife as much as possi- 
ble. For spots that have not dried, 
you can probably eliminate them by 
rubbing with a cloth that has been 
soaked in turpentine or any :good 
paint remover. 

To take out grease stains use a 
dull knife and get off as much 
grease as possible without harming 
the fabric. Then sponge with chlo- 
roform, ether, gasoline, benzine or 
any good solvent. The best solvent 
is probably carbon tetrachloride. 
Always start well on the outside of 
grease or oil stains. 

For ice cream spots use the same 
procedure as in removing fruit 
candy stains. First use hot water 
with soap or warm soap suds. Aft- 
er the area is dry, a sponging with 
carbon tetrachloride will remove 
the fatty matter. The same method 
will remove liquor stains. 

There are many different kinds 
of lipsticks, but generally speaking, 
a solution of carbon tetrachloride or 
chloroform will remove lipstick 
stains, especially if you press a blot- 
ting paper firmly on the spot after 
applying the mixture. Repeat as 
often as necessary to remove stain, 
using a new surface of the blotter 
each time. —

Sometimes it 
is necessary to sponge after drying 
with a cloth dampened with carbon 
tetrachloride. It is not wise to use 
soap suds. 

To remove tar, dampen slightly 
with chloroform and scrape with a 
dull knife. Follow this by rubbing 
with a cloth wet with benzine or 
carbon tetrachloride. 

A clean cloth soaked in lukewarm 
soap suds will help remove dog 
stains, especially if you rub the 
stain with a clean cloth soaked in 
cold water afterward. Then pour a 
weak solution of ammonia water 
on the spot, and rinse with a clean, 
wet cloth. 


Rumbling in Motor 
Is Often Due to Too 


Quick Acceleration 


If your car rumbles when accel- 
erated it does not necessarily mean 
that there is any serious defect in 
the motor. The rumbling is usually 
due to trying to accelerate too 
quickly. 

Any engine has a real job to over- 
come the car’s inertia. With the 
spark retarded the rumbling can 
be done away with, but accelera- 
tion will not be normal.

Hudson Cars Feature 
Five Innovations for 


Riding Ease, Steering 


Duo-Automatic Hydraulic Braking 
and “Radial Safety Control” 
Are Emphasized. 

A number of improvements, par- 


ticularly for greater ease of riding 


and steering, are incorporated in 
the new Hudson models, which in- 
clude both sixes and eights. 

Five principal innovations dre 
emphasized. They are described as 
“Radial Safety Control,” “The 
Rhythmic Ride,” “True Line Steer- 
ing,” “Duo-Automatic Hydraulic 
Braking” and “Automatic Draft 
Elimination.” 

Through a new system of front- 
end design, sufter springing is ob- 
tained, which in turn is said _ to 
make handling of the car a lighter 
operation, and stopping safer and 
quicker. In the new cars the driv- 
er can hold a straight line on the 
road with very little effort, as 
steering, it is claimed, is unaffected 
by the action of the springs or ap- 
plication of the brakes. 

The new braking system is_ said 
to contribute to the safe handling 
of a car. It consists of a big hy- 
draulic brake which does the main 
job of stopping, and a secondary 
mechanical braking system to be 
used in emergency. 

In the new front design the front 
axle moves up and down in a cir- 
cular path, the centers about which 
it swings being definitely fixed by 
two torque rods. 

A novel ventilating. system is 
called an automatic draft elimina- 
tor, consisting of a screening cloth 
placed over an opening just above 
body. 


The air is withdrawn from the car 
by vacuum. The new system is 
said to be of special value in tour- 
ing on dusty roads, as it cleans the 
air before it is admitted into the 
car. 


The new models are on two 
wheelbases of 120 and 127 inches. 
The rear tread has been made wid- 
er and the cars longer, wider and 
more rigid. The “electric hand” 
introduced last year is continued, 
with various improvements. 

The engine of the six is said to 
produce 93 horsepower with com- 
pression ratio of 6.25 to 1.

More Employment 
Result of Demand 
For Safety Glass 


Increased public demand for safety 
plate glass has increased employ- 
ment more than 600 per cent, ac- 
cording to glass industry execu- 
tives. In 1935 about 70 per cent 
of all new cars were equipped with 
safety glass. The number of states 
having laws requiring safety glass 
in all new cars has more than 
doubled in a year. 

Not only has increased produc- 


tion increased employment but it 
has enabled glass manufacturers to 
reduce prices to such a point that 
in five years prices to the car own- 
ers have dropped more than one- 
half. 

Twenty-two states will require 
safety glass all around in all new 
cars registered beginning Jan. l, 
1936, and similar legislation is pend- 
ing in other states. 

Within the last six months, the 
used car situation has been directly 
affected by the demand for safety 
glass. Buyers are reported to be

In Developing 


Compression Ratio Raised to 
Get the Same Power as in 
1935 From Less ‘Gas’. 


“From the very nature of his 
job, every automotive engineer con- 


stantly seeks to ‘mprove the econ- 
omy of operation of the motor car 
he designs. That is, every engineer 
worthy of the name has for his 
constant goal the achievement of 
maximum efficiency in the car he 
works on—and efficiency after all, 
means economy,” says James M. 
Crawford, chief engineer for the 
Chevrolet Motor Co. 

“Until very recently, automotive 
engineers sought increases of effi- 
ciency chiefly as a means of getting 
more power and more speed from 
their engines. As fuels improved, 
engineers increased the compres- 
sion ratios of their engines.. That 
gave more power—and faster cars. 

“Chevrolet engineers sought, and 
obtained, efficiency by still other 
methods—notably by the develop- 
ment of the blue-flame principle of 
combustion chamber design. 

“In our 1935 engines, our com- 
pression ratio was 5.6 to 1, and 
maximum horsepower was 80. This 
year, our compression is higher— 
6 to 1—but the horsepower is no 
greater than before. Why? Because 
we raised the compression for 
economy only. That is, we in- 
creased the ratio of “effect pro- 
duced” to “fuel expended’”—but in- 
stead of utilizing the gain to step 
up the power, we purposely held 
the power as it was before, and cut 
down the fuel required to produce 
that power. The result of this 
process, which we call “internal 
governing,” is a 6 per cent saving 
in gasoline. 

“We could afford to do this be- 
cause werno longer needed addition- 
al power. For several years we 
have purposely limited the. horse- 
power of our several models be- 
cause we believe that increased 
durability, longer life and especial- 


ly safely on the road, are most im- 
portant.”

For Chevrolet 
Attend School

Never before has a new-car an- 
nouncement found Chevrolet service 
personnel throughout the field so 
thoroughly trained to promote own- 
er satisfaction in the new models as 
it is this year, the Chevrolet Motor 
Co. announces. 

The reason lies in the elaborate 
service training program which the 
decently reorganized Chevrolet ser- 
vice department, under C. W. Wood, 
carried out well in advance of the 


announcement date. The whole 
service organization, from coast to 
coast, went through an intensive 
schooling period to equip it in ad- 
vance for the proper maintenance 
of the 1936 car. 

This schooling opened atthe Gen- 
eral Motors proving ground at Mil- 
ford, Mich., on Sept., 23, when: ap- 
proximately 100 men, the regional 
and zone service managers from all 
parts of the United States, attended 
the training school. One day was 
spent at the proving ground, two 
more days at the factory in Flint, 
and a fourth in Detroit summariz- 
ing the material which they were 
to take back to the field, for in- 
struction of their own organizations, 
which in turn contacted the dealer 
and his men. 

Executives Schooled. 

In addition Wood and the ex- 
ecutives of his own department, the 
entire engineering staff of the 
Chevrolet Motor Co. conducted in- 
dividual parts of the program. J. 
M. Crawford, chief engineer, pre- 
sented a picture of the 1936 prod- 
uct, and discussed it from the ser- 
vice angle in a broad, general way, 
after which the members of his 
staff presented separate papers on 
the various divisions of the subject, 
such as power plant, body, chassis, 
interiors, etc., for each line. Per- 
formance demonstrations were also 
a feature of the program. 

The remainder of the four-day 
period was devoted to imparting 
to the regional and zone men the 
detailed information which the 
Chevrolet service personnel will re- 
quire for the most effective han- 
dling of service work on the new 
cars, and instructing them in the 
exact methods to be followed _ in 
schooling their zone and regional 
personnel. The methods followed 
were very much like those in use 
in universities.

Except for a difference in length 
of wheelbase, the new Chevrolet 
Master De Luxe and standard cars 
are alike in chassis and engine, the 
standard line having been almost 
wholly redesigned in these respects.

Engine Power Increased.

Although greatly increased in 
strength and in stiffness, the box 
girder members so add to the rigid- 
ity of the structure that only three 
cross members are required.

the release levers. A rail-type shift- 
ing mechanism on the transmission, 
with positive interlock, has been 
substituted for the plate type for- 
merly :used. Fuel tank capacity, 
formerly 11 gallons, is now 14. 

Hydraulic Brakes on All Models. 

In changing to perfected hydrau- 
lic brakes on both chassis models, 
Chevrolet has adopted the hydraulic 
principle of brake actuation to its 
own design of brake mechanism 
within the brake drums. Instead 
of the cable-operated floating cam 
formerly used at each wheel, a 
master hydraulic cylinder with dou- 
ble-opposed pistons is used to actu- 
ate each pair of one-piece articu- 
lated brake shoes. 

The master cylinder, whose piston 
is moved by the brake pedal to 
transmit. pressure by a column of 
fluid to each of the wheel cylinders, 
is mounted on the frame. The mas- 
ter piston is one inch in diameter, 
while wheel pistons are larger to 
effect an increase of braking effect 
at the wheels. Front-wheel pistons 
are larger than those of the rear 
wheels, to balance the braking ef- 
fect when, in stopping, extra weight 
thrown on the front wheels gives 
them greater traction. This pre- 
vents locking of the rear wheels by 
heavy brake application. 

The hand brake lever actuates 
both service brake shoes in both 
rear wheels. The connection is by 
flexible cable, operating a lever and 
toggle mechanism within the rear 
brake drums. 

Engines Refined. 

Engines of the Master and Stand- 
ard models are identical in design, 
and in horsepower and torque. Max- 
imum horsepower is 79 at 3200 r. p. 
m. (an increase of 5 horsepower for 
the Standard). At 1000 r. p. m,, 
horsepower is 30; at 2000, it is 60. 
Maximum torque is obtained over 
an unusually wide range of engine 
speeds, 156 foot pounds being main- 
tained all the way between 900 and 
2000 r. p.m. The increase in com- 
pression ratio to 6 to 1 is credited 
with effecting a 6 per cent improve- 
ment in fuel economy.

Changes Made From Time to Time in Chassis and Bodies— 
Full Floating Rear Axle on Heavy Duty 


Models—Lines Restyled. 


Current models of Chevrolet 
trucks, embodying numerous. im- 
provements added from time to time 
during the year in accordance with 
the company’s policy of keeping 
its commercial vehicles constantly 
up to date, are on display at the 
automobile show. 

Among the principal new features 
introduced since the 1935 shows are 


improved engines, with higher (6 to 
1) compression ratio, full length wa- 
ter jackets, balanced carburetors, 
and other changes effecting better 
performance and increased econo- 
my. The half-ton models are equip- 
ped with perfect hydraulic brakes, 
combining the hydraulic principle 
of operation with Chevrolet's own 
design of articulated brake shoes 
at all four wheels. The ton-and-a- 
half models now have full floating 
rear axles, which relieve the axle 
drive shafts of all load-carrying du- 
ties; the entire load of the truck 
and its burden is carried on a new- 
ly designed rear axle housing. 
Some of the Changes. 

Both lines are improved in ap- 
pearance with modern styling of the 
sheet metal, and new cab and body 
interiors. Radiator grilles and 
moldings are chronium plated. The 
front fenders have deep valances, 
and extend farther down {1 front 


'of the wheels.

It is governed internally, to as- 
gure economical operation and great 
durability. Horsepower output has 
been increased throughout the 
speed range, the maximum of 72 h:

as been increased throughout the 
specd range, reaching a maximum 
of 155 foot pounds, which is main- 
tained from 900 to 1500 r. p. m. 

The increase in compression ra- 
tio to 6 to 1 is credited with effect- 
ing a 6 per cent improvement in 
fuel economy. Combustion cham- 
bers are reshaped to attain smooth- 
ness with higher compression. The 
new chamber follows the “blue- 
flame’ combustion principles pio- 
neered by Chevrolet several years 
ago, the form having been worked 
out by newly devised mechanical 
laboratory methods to attain maxi- 
mum effectiveness. 

Chevrolet’s balanced carburetor is 


another innovation for fuel econ- 
omy and easy starting. Air pressure 
in the float chamber is balanced 
with that inside the carburetor in- 
take to effect a constant ratio of 
air to gasoline in the fuel mixture 
and to offset the choking effect that 
gradually increases as the air clean- 
er becomes clogged with dust. 


Engine Details. 
Major improvements have been 


made in the engine cooling system 
to maintain lower engine tempera- 
tures and to attain important bene- 
fits in the control of engine oil tem- 
perature and of cylinder block and 
valve push-rod expansion.

In the rear of all five- 
passenger cars, the front of the 
seat cushion extends all the way to 
the floor.

instead of being divided into two

The car, with engine developing 
110 horsepower and wheelbase of 
122 inches, is said to be unique in 


construction, and is without the 
orthodox chassis or frame. In 
stead, the car comprises a steel 


“pridgetruss” body of great rigid- 
ity and strength. For .the first 
time in production construction, it 
is said, body panels are made a 
part of the load-carrying struc- 


ture. 
In the engineering principles em- 


ployed, the car resembles the fuse- 
lage of all-metal airplanes and the 
new type of streamline trains. The 
“* combined resourees of the Ford 

‘ Motor Co. and the Lincoln Motor 
Co. have gone into its manufac- 
ture. 

Because of its high power to 
weight raio, the new car is said to 
have unusual agility in perform- 
ance and hill climbing. It has an 
extremely low center of gravity, 
the floor being only 12 inches from 
the ground, without, however, sac- 
rificing normal road clearance. 

The Lincoln-Zephyr is character- 
ized by sweeping lines, with bow- 
like front and end and curving 
rear quarters. Fender lines merge 
into the wide central section of the 
body. Conventional running boards 


are dispensed with, and in their 
place are narrow, rubber-covered 
side buffers with metal edges. 
Initially, only ‘closed body types 
—two-door sedan and four-door 
sedan—are offered, made neces- 
sary, it is said, by the unusual de- 
sign of the body. In these bodies 
there is no conventional hood; in- 
stead, the top of the motor com- 
partment, similar to an engine 
hatch, is hinged and may be raised 
from the front. |

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147,000-Pound Die 
Used in Body Plant 
Of Hudson Motor Co. 


A 147,000-pound die is used in the 
900-ton press recently installed in 
the body plant of the Hudson Motor 
Car Co. in Detroit to turn out the 
one-piece steel car roof, 

The new press used to make roof 
panels is so large that it was nec- 
essary to remove the entire end of 
the building to instill it. Resting on 
a bed of reinforced concrete 18 
feet deep, the press rises 15 feet 
into the air, yet so delicate is the 
control apparatus that the die-set- 
ter might barely crack an eggshell 
with it. 

Four men operate this press, and 
s0 carefully have the safety features 
of design been worked out that all 
must have their hands upon the 
starting buttons before the die is 
released to plunge down upon the 
metal. | 


ge buttons are arranged 
on each side .of the machine, and 
the two men or--each side must 
place their hands firmly on these 
and exert considerable pressure be- 
fore the die is released. These but- 
tons are placed so far apart that it 
is impossible for a man to span 
them with the fingers of the hand 
and thus leave one hand free. Be- 
tween the starting buttons there is 
an emergency button that will im- 
mediately stop the press should any 
foreign substance get between the 
die and the metal to be stamped. 

* The Hudson body plant is a sep- 
a&rate unit and is capable of making 
the entire body, beginning with the 
raw material and going through all 
the progressive steps of stamping, 
welding, lacquering and assembling 
with trim and upholstery.

ing to the time of day and time of | 
year as these affect the intensity 
of the sun’s rays. 

This “ionosphere” layer resists ° 
penetration by radio waves angling } 
up to it from stations according to § 
the length and speed of vibration § 
of the waves. That is, the shorter 
the wave and the faster its i 
tion, the higher it penetrates inte 
the layer 

Waves sent out by stations in the 
broadcast’ band, such as KSD and 
the other St. Louis stations, do note 
penetrate deeply, and, so, are graé © 
ually bent in the ionospheren and 
reflected back so that they strike 
the earth.

Waves of lengths from 200 to 100 
meters behave much as do those 
from standard broadcasting sta- 
tions. 

But the behavior of the so-called 
“short waves” between 100 and 
10 meters long is markedly differ- 
ent. Waves of such lengths die 
away rapidly as they travel along 
the ground, and stations using them 
depend mostly on the waves they 
radiate toward the sky, their broad- 
casting apparatus being designed 
with that in view. Such waves slant 
up into the air and penetrate so 
high into the ionosphere, that when 
they are finally bent and reflected 
downward, they strike the ground 
hundreds and even thousands of 
miles, beyond the point where a 
longer wave would hit the earth 
on its first downward bounce. 

For consistent, long distance 
broadcasting the waves of lengths 
from 80 to 14. meters have been 
found the best. For distance more 
than 1000 miles, the 35 to 14-meter 
waves are relied on in the daytime, 
when the ionosphere is denser, be- 
cause the sun’s rays are electrifying 
more particles, and waves do not 
penetrate so high and, therefore,

First Step Taken 
Toward Reorganizing 
Broadcast Set-up

extended aerial system. 
France has stepped up the pow- 
er of its shore wayers, and plans 
to extend their service. So does 
Spain. Russia, from which have 
come reports from time to time 
of half million watt transmitters 
in process of construction, is ex- 
pected to challenge the world on 
short wave power. That Italy 
will lag behind the other Eu- 
ropean Powers is hardly to be 
expected. 
es is preparing to expand 
short wave system so that 
it may schedule regular broad- 
casts directed at this country 
and Europe with sufficient pow- 
er to insure good reception. 
Stations in India Planned. 

A short wave system being 
erected in China at a cost of 
more than $600,000 for communi- 
cation purposes is said to be so 
designed that it can be expanded 
and developed for short wave 
broadcasting.

This country for years has 
been represented on the _ short 
waves by the stations at Schen- 
ectady, N. Y., and Pittsburgh, 
Pa., which are probably the best 
known in the world. More re- 
cently the broadcasts from the 
short wave auxiliaries of the 
key stations of the WJZ and 
CBS networks, which carry 
chain programs simultaneously 
with WJZ and WABC, have been 
playing more of a role in ac- 
quainting European iisteners 
with American radio programs. 
Of course, the Federal Govern- 
ment has nothing to do or say 
about the programs broadcast by 
these stations. 

Foreig.: News Broadcasts. 

One aspect of the short wave 
race is the development of news 
and news comment broadcasting 
from foreign capitals. Much of 
this is informative, while a great 
deal of it is considerably col- 
ored. But it is worth tuning in 
for the listener who desires to 
be especially well informed.

Air Full of Fine Things. 

The air is full of music and 


drama, humor and pathos, in- 
formative and cultural programs 
worthy of the most highly edu- 
cated person's attention. Best of 
all, much of the brvadcasting is 
instinct of the flavor of the 
country of origin. 

If a fine network program is 
not carried by a loca] station, 
and static makes tuning it on an 
out-of-town chain station unene 
joyable, one can turn the switch 
on his all-wave set, twirl the dial 
and pick it up on one of the 
short wave auxiliaries of the 
New York key stations or on 
one of the powerful short wav- 
ers at Schenectady or Pitts 
burgh. 

There is much broadcasting of 
good pregrams by European sta- 
tions in the mornings and after- 
noons. And between 5 and 8 
o'clock most any day a man 
should be able to go home, turn 
on his all-wave set and almost 
casually tune in programs from 
London, Rome and Berlin, and, 
with a bit more careful tuning, 
pick up other European  pro- 
grams and many from  Latin- 
America. If no other foreign 
stations could be received, the 
broadcasts from England, Italy 
and Germany would make pos- 
session of a good all-wave re 
ceiver a necessity.

Aircraft, Ship 
Waves at Times 
Provide Drama 


LISTENER who catches in 
his newspaper or in a news 


A 


brodcast a flash about 
a sinking ship can switch 
his all-wave set to the prop- 
er band, and  ~possibly pick 


up details of the dramatic race 
against death by rescue vessels, 
as in the case of the Dixie. The 
steady voices of the operators on 
shore may be heard as they pick 
up details and relay them, the 
rescue ships can be followed as 
they near the endangered vessel, 
or even, maybe, the radio opera- 
tor on the stricken ship giving 
radio directions to the rescuers. 

A. short-wave set played a part 
in the rescue of passengers from 
the ill-fated Morro Castle. A 
fisherman and his family sat in 
their home, with their set tuned 
to a program being broadcast by 
a liner a few miles off shore. 
Suddenly the air waves tingled 
with messages that a passenger 
liner was burning a few miles 
off the Jersey coast. When he 
heard the exact location. of the 
burning ship, the fisherman re- 
alized that it was virtually in his 
ocean yard. As he heard that 
passengers were leaping into the 
sea from the blazing ship, he 
and his son rushed out, started 
their fishing boat, sped to the 
scene and helped to save a num- 
ber of lives. 

A listener also can tune in the 
air liners soaring overhead as 
they speed through the night to 
far distant airports. He may 
hear a pilot who has lost his 
bearings and be communicating 
with the nearest air field, or he 
may catch definite signals of dis- 
tress, and then listen as the Fed- 
eral operator in an airport short 
waves specifie directions, and 
then hear the pilot radio back 
his “O K. Thanks” as he gets the 
airplane back on its course. 

Of course, ships do not burn 
every day, airplanes do not get 
lost daily, police waves do not al- 
ways sizzle with action. Buta 
glance at the short wave pro- 
grams and log will guide one al- 
ways to something of interest on 
the short waves.

Amateurs in 
This Country 


Some of Their Stations Use 
as Much as 750-Watts 
Power on Short and 
Ultra Short Waves. 


J short waves is work on the 


short waves is being done by 

the radio amateurs, of whom 
there are more than 45,000 in 
this country, including many in 
this city and vicinity. Among 
them are doctors, lawyers, engi- 
neers, business men and repre- 
sentatives of virtually every 
trade and profession. 

They operate their transmit- 
ters and receivers in the 1715 to 
2000 kilocycle band for tele- 
graphic and radio telephone com- 
munication, most of the latter 
being confined to the frequencies 
between 1800 and 2000 kc. Some 
of them also operate telephone 
stations in the bands from 7000 
to 7300 kc., 14,000 to 14,400 kc., 
28,000 to 30,000 ke., 56,000 to 60,- 
000 and even beyond 110,000 kc. 

The 1800 ke. band is good only 
at night, when most of the work 
on it is carried on. The 3900 
ke. band works fairly well in the 
daytime, but is much better after 
dark, Pacific Coast amateurs be- 
ing heard here up to approxi- 
mately seven meters. The sub- 
band between 1800 and 2000 kc. 
is used mostly by newly fledged 
amateurs, as it is unrestricted. 

The amateurs pioneered in the 
development of short wave radio 
until now its possibilities are 
likely to transcend those of the 
regular 550 to 1500 kc. band. 
They have developed most of the 


technique used above 1800 ke. 


Heip in Emergencies. 
Operating transmitters with 
power ranging from five watts 
to as high as 600 and 750 watts 
input, the larger transmitters ri- 
valing the ordinary broadcasting 
station, the amateurs have ren- 
dered invaluable aid in emer- 
gencies such as _ hurricanes, 
floods, earthquakes and wrecks. 
According to records of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion, amateur radio operators in 
this country, between 1919 and 
1933, furnished emergency com- 
munication service on 33 occa- 
sions when the wire lines were 
rendered useless by storm, earth- 
quake or flood. 
When the Florida hurricane in 
1926 caused great damage in 
oe cities, wire service was 
completely suspended for several 
days. During that period, two 
amateur radio stations gave in- 
valuable help in saving life and 
property. In another hurricane 
period in Florida, in 1928, an 
amateur station at West Palm

Organized for Service in Crisis. 
. Now the Army Signal Corps, 

the Naval Reserve and the 
merican Radio Relay League, 

e latter composed of amateurs, 
maintain a regular emergency 
network of stations for service 
in case of disaster. Amateurs 
also co-operate with explorers. In 
1923, for example, Commander 
McMillan took an amateur along 
with his expedition to the Arc- 
tic. 

Radio amateurs are licensed 
by the Federal Government aft- 
er passing examinations, and are 
watched to see that they do not 
stray from the wave lengths as- 
signed to them. Certain bands 
are open to any amateur holding 
an operator’s license for tele- 
graphic or telephonic wireless 
communication. Others are open 
only to amateurs holding class A 
operators’ licenses, the highest 
grade. The examinations are de- 

gned to show that applicants 
or licenses can’ operate, adjust 
and maintain transmitters and 
receivers, know the radio laws, 
and are able to read at least 10 
words a minute of telegraphy in 
Continental Morse code. 

A station license generally is 
issued at the same time as an 
operator's license. Call letters 
have a prefix, “W,” to show that 
the station is in the United 
States, and a number to show in 
what district it is located, St.

ROADCASTS of events of 
B nistoric interest, many of 

which possess world-wide ap- 
peal, are frequently heard on 
the big British short wave sta- 
tions. For example, not long 
ago the Daventry transmitters 
carried a description of the Cere- 
mony of the Keys at the Tower 
of London, which has been car- 
ried on every night for more 
than 600 years. The same for- 
malities that were used in the 
Middle Ages in locking the va- 
rious gates of the tower were 
broadcast. 

Among other broadcasts from 
England recently were King 
George's review of his land; sea 
and air forces; Prime Minister 
Baldwin’s welcome to delegates 
from the legislatures of Britain's 
dependencies; David Lloyd 
George's address in Welsh as 
president of the annual celebra- 
tion known as the Eisteddfod, 
in Wales, and the British rifle 
shooting championship for a 
trophy offered by the King. This 
evening there will be a broad- 
cast of the Armistice day cere- 
mony before the Cenotaph in 
London, with the King taking 
part. 

From London. 

Broadcasts from London also 
include many religious services, 
some of historic significance; the 
International Folk Dance Fes- 
tival, which is sponsored by the 
Queen; the Newcastle Fair, 
which is visited by half a million 
persons every year; the Kes- 
wick Convention, one of the 
world’s oldest spiritual confer- 
ences; the Malvern Drama Fes- 
tival with its annual perform- 
ances of plays from Elizabethan 
times to the present, usually in- 
cluding one premiere; the Inter- 
national Girl Guides’ camp, at- 
tended by girls from 20 nations 
and ineluding a camp fire cere- 
mony featuring the girls’ native 
music. 

Then there are frequent sym- 
phonic concerts, song and instru- 
mental recitals, organ recitals, 
variety shows, comedies, spot 
news broadcasts, eye witness de- 
scriptions of historic places and 
of picturesque day-by-day scenes 
in various parts of the’ British 
Isles, dance music from the 
smart centers of London night 
life, sports broadcasts, talks of 
international interest by experts 
on economic and political § af- 
fairs and by scientists of re- 
nown. 

From Berlin, Paris and Rome. 


There is hardly any type of 
entertainment or cultural pro- 
gram that is not broadcast from 
Berlin. Germany takes its radio 
geriously, and great pains are 


taken to put on the air the finest 
of music played by the better or- 
chestras and musicians and by 
noted playwrights, acted by ex- 
cellent casts. Then there are 
Berlin broadcasts of all sorts 
of comedy, recitals by great sing- 
ers, chamber music concerts, de- 
scriptions illustrated by charac- 
teristic music, scenes on the sea- 
shore, in the Hartz Mountains, 
in the Black Forest, in the peas- 
ant districts, anything and every- 
thing to give an idea of the 
picturesque life and scenery of 
Germany. 

Short wave transmissions from 
Paris, by Radio Coloniale, bring 
operas, symphonic concerts, gay, 
sprightly programs that sparkle 
with the zest of the French capi- 
tal, dance music from the cafes 
of Montmarte, folk songs, broad- 
casts that reflect the spirit of 
the provinces and of the French 
countryside. 

Possibly the real high light of 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
evenings is the American Hour 
from Rome, with its operas, con- 
certs, news, talks by noted Itai- 
ians on a wide variety of sub- 
jects and, of course, its expres- 
sions of the Italian viewpoint on 
the Ethopian war and the world 
situation which it has created. 
But the Rome broadcatss are 
always worth tuning for. 

From Spain and Holland. 

From 4:15 to 8:30 p. m., the big 
station in Madrid, Spain, EAQ, 

broadcasts typical Spanish pro- 


grams, including much beautiful 
and characteristic music. This 
station has greatly improved its 
transmission, especially toward 
this country. 

The Huizen station, PHI, 1s 
the best known transmitter in 


Holland, being known the world 
over as “The Happy Station.’ 
Its programs are made up of 
rollicking Dutch folk tunes, mod- 
ern dance music, light opera 
music well played, and the like 
—carefree, happy-hearted broad- 
casting. No small part of its 
repute is due to its famous an- 
nouncer, Eduard Startz, who 
acts really as master of cere- 
monies. He speaks seven lan- 
guages well, and has a happy-go- 
lucky, informal manner that 
seems to take his audience rignt 
into the studio. 
From Latin-America. 

The romance in the very sound 
of such names as Caracas, Va- 
lencia, Maracaibo, Guayaquil, 
Venezuela, is borne out by the 
broadcasts from Latin-America.

NTERESTING, and at times 
| exciting, is tuning the police 

calls on varicus frequencies be- 
tween 1630 and 2500 kilocycles. 
Many a time some listener tune 
ing up and down this band has 
tuned into the news of a big 
crime as directions were being 
given to the police cars and oth- 
er police stations and plans be- 
ing aired to apprehend the crime 


inals. Whenever such a crime 
occurs, the air fairly ' sizzles 
with action. 


KGPC, the St. Louis police sta 
tion, operates on 1766 kilocycles, 

The headquarters police sta- 
tions usually use the short waves 
in this band for communicating 
with patrol cars, each of which 
has a_e receiver permanently 
tuned to the frequency and a 
small -short wave transmitter 
usually operating on 33,100 or 
30,100 ke. In some cities St 
Louis among them, the gseout 
cars also carry small short wave 


transmitters, usually operating 
on 33,100 or 30,100 kilocycles. 
With such equipment, police 


hearquarters and the men in the 
patrol car can talk back and 
forth and the efficiency of the 
scout cars is many times im 
creased. 

When word of a crime,a call 
for help or a complaint is re- 
ceived at headquarters, the ra- 
dio dispatcher is notified. He eas 
a map, showing which car is 
nearest the scene of the disturb- 
ance and the territory covered 
by each car. He calls the car by 
number, telling the facts and 
dispatching it immediately goes 
to the scene. The car, if equipped 
with a transmitter, reports back 
to the headquarters station after 
investigation at the scene, there- 
by losing no time for a call from 
a@ regular call box. 

One police system in the East 
uses ultra short waves exclusive- 
ly for police work instead of 1b 
tra short wave for the cars and 
longer wave for the ieadquar- 
ters transmitter. This station 
may be heard in St. Louis under 
favorable conditions if a receiver 
is capable of tuning to the 30, 
100 kilocycle band. 

Ordinarily a police short wave 
station gves on the air to relay 
@ message to police cars, then 
goes righ. off. If a listener picks 
up one of the stations on any 
police channel only to lose it, he 
can keep his set tuned to the 
channel and presently will hear 
other police stations.

Commentator Has Lived 
Lite of Adventure and 
Argument in Many 
Countries. 


and love of argument have 

been keynotes of the 
eventful life of Boake Carter, 
Philco’s news editorialist, who is 
heard five nights a week, Mon- 
day through Friday, at 6:45 p. m. 
en the CBS network. 

Carter's father was in the Brit- 
ish consular service, so from his 
early youth he was in intimate 
contact with people of many na- 
tions and many beliefs. His boy- 
hood ambition was to be a writer 
and world traveler, and he has 
attained it. 

When Boake was still 
young, the family returned to 
London, and the lad was edu- 
cated at Todnbridge and Christ 
College, Cambridge. At college, 
when not off on a jaunt through 
the country, he found time to fol- 
low a general academic course; 
to star on the cross-country run- 
ning team, the crew and the 
rugby team and to write for the 
“Cantabrian,” the college paper. 

Became Free Lance. 

After he left Cambridge, Car- 
ter became a free lance travel- 
ing correspondent for the Lon- 
don Daily Mail, continuing to 
develop his personal contacts 
with the great and the near- 
great, constantly enlarging his 
circle of acquaintances and add- 
ing to the diversified store of in- 
formation which enables him to 
discuss happenings all around 


A DVENTURE in many lands 


the world with a familiarity — 


largely based on personal experi- 
ence. 

With the coming of the World. 
War he joined the Royal Air 
Force and served with a coast 
patrol squadron until demobili- 
zation in 1919. After the war he 
continued his newspaper work 
until 1921, when he journeyed to 
Mexico to join his father, then 
engaged in the oil business. 
While located in Mexico, Carter 
found timé to travel through 
South America, indulging his 
constant desire for adventure, 
observing the customs of the 
various countries and continuing 
his researches into political and 
economic conditions. 

Unable to interest himself in 
the oil business, Carter returned 
to newspaper work. He joined 
the staff of the Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin in 1924, writ- 
ing a daily column and at the 
same time contributing to trade 
journals, fiction magazines and 
other publications. He also wrote 
newspaper and magazine shorts 
for the Public Ledger of Phila- 
delphia, and in 1932 inaugurated 
a daily column in the Philadel- 
phia Daily News. 

Went on Air in 1930. 

Meanwhile, Carter had entered 
radio. In the summer of 1930 he 
made his debut as a news com- 
mentator over a Philadelphia 
station. Not long afterwards he 
was offered a contract by Co- 
lumbia's Philadelphia outlet, 
WCAU, and a few months of 
daily broadcasting established 
him as an outstanding radio 
news editorialist. 

The Lindbergh kidnaping in 
March, 1932, was the occasion of 
Carter's network debut. His 
comments aroused widespread 
public interest and a deluge of 
letters testified to listeners’ lik- 
ing for his work. 

When WCAU increased its 
power to 50,000 watts, Carter’s au- 
dience was greatly increased. 
When Philco selected him for its 
nightly Columbia network broad- 
cast he stepped into the front 
rank of radio commentators. His 
comments have brought letters 
from Senators, Congressmen, 
Governors and people in all 
walks of life, and while there are 
many who disagree with him on 
some points, there are thousands 
who applaud his attitude on 
most political and economic sub- 
jects. 

Paints Portraits. 

But if he were to choose the 
one thing in the world he likes 
best, it would be—an argument. 
His broadcasts are controversial, 
and his analytical attacks on po- 
litical measures have evoked 
storms of comment. When broad- 
easting Carter sits at a small 
table with his notes spread be- 
fore him and the microphone to 
the left of his face. Leaning 
over slightly, he talks animated- 
ly, rarely. changing position

ABC's

BC—God, home. and daily bread. 
Such is the declared solution of 
the riddle of the alphabet, as it 
begins to take form out of the 
obscurity of 3000 years. 

It is the solution, in any event, 
arrived at by Dr. George M. Lamaa, 
noted Biblical scholar and linguist, 
after tracking down the original 

= mefdnings of the symbols in the 
Mesopotamian desert of their origin. Dr. Lamsa, who 
now is in Washington consulting with linguistic ex- 


perts, believes that his discoveries pro- 
vide the first valid basis for an expla- 
nation of the origin of letters and 
their progress from the beginnings to 
the present. | 
The child learning the alphabet by 


rote, Dr. Lamsa believes, is doing far 


more than repeating a series of mean- 
ingless symbols. The first three letters 
constitute what was almost an ancient 
Assyrian prayer. In the centuries that 
have intervened the original meanings 
have been lost. Various theories as to 
the objects the letters supposedly sym- 
bolized have been propounded, but for 
the most part, Dr. Lamsa now holds, 
these are secondary meanings applied 
to them far from the land of their 


origin. 


At home in Mesopotamia, his ‘na- 
tive land, it still was largely by acci- 
dent that Dr. Lamsa stumbled upon 
what he considers the real meanings. 

Forty miles north of the ruins of 
Nineveh in Mesopotamia are the scat- 
tered villages of a strange tribe, the 
Tayari. 

They are Assyrians, living in the 
same sort of houses, wearing the same 
kinds of clothing, eating the same 
kind of food, and catching wolves with 
the same sorts of traps as did their 
ancestors of 4000 years ago. Isolated 
for almost thirty centuries amidst peo- 
ples of other manners and other faiths, 
they have retained with fanatical de- 
votion the folkways of their fore- 
fathers. 

In only one direction have they de- 


-viated. They are Christians—belong- 


ing to the Nestorian branch of the 
church’ which is supposed to have 
arisen from the ministrations of St. 
Thomas, who journeyed 
after the Resurrection. But they have 
retained with Christianity some of the 
elements of their ancestral cult of 
bull worship. A Tayari is very respect- 
ful in the presence of a bull. Under no 
consideration will he eat the meat of a 
bull. 

This surviving remnant of bull wor- 
ship has given Dr. Lamsa the clew 
to the riddle of the alphabet. Dr. 
Lamsa, who went among the com- 
munities of Nestorian Christians scat- 
tered through Persia and Kurdistan 
for ‘new light on obscure passages of 
the New Testament, now has a vast 
accumulation of material which places 
the origin of letters in a very differ. 
ent light and provides the connecting 
links between such widely diverse al- 
phabetical systems as ancient Scan- 
dinavian, Babylonian, Egyptian, Greek, 
English and modern Mongolian. 

Linguistic scholars have long main- 
tained that the letters of any alpha- 
bet are conventionalized pictures. 
Originally writing was a series of 
pictures portraying: an event. Hven- 
tually certain pictures were used to 
symbolize sounds and still further 
conventionalized so that they could be 
drawn easily and quickly. The trou- 
ble is that letters have become so con- 
ventionalized that it is rather difficult 
to say what they originally were in- 
tended to represent. 


vival of bull worship, Dr. Lamsa 

soon found the Tayari were using 
in their daily lives the actual proto- 
types of the pictures out of which their 
letters had been formed. These letters, 
in turn, had been less modified from 
their original forms than the letters 


B UT following the clew of the sur- 


. of Western alphabets to which they 


clearly were related, 

Dr. Lamsa believes that he found 
there the original system of letters— 
the long sought missing link between 
picture writing and syllabic writing. 
For the first time he was able to put 
letter, picture and object together. He 
then verified his observations among 
other groups of Assyrians and Nes- 
torian Christians in the mountains of 
Kurdistan on the border of Persia 
and Turkey. They, like the Tayari, 
had been the victims of a forced mi- 
gration from Syria about the year 700 
i Di 

His researches not only throw light 
on the origin of the alphabet but give 
the letters a new and more profound 
symbolic significance. Take, for ex- 
ample, the first letter A.

The Assyrian word for “bull” was 
“alpo.” Since the bull was their di- 
vinity this was also their word for 
“God.” It survives in the word Allah. 
Originally, Dr. Lamsa says, when the 
Assyrian wanted to write about the 
Deity he drew a picture of a bull. This 
was slow and cumbersome—especially 
as the bull-god was considered as hav- 
ing both wings and horns. To facili- 
tate writing, the figure was conven- 
tionalized into a bull’s head—tthe face 
reduced to a mere dot and the horns 
profninent. 

Then some unknown Assyrian— 
perhaps the greatest inventor the 
world has known, considering the far- 
reaching results of : 
his idea—thought 
of making certain 
pictures sound 
symbols. Dr. Lam- 
sa is confident 
that the alphabet 
was not a gradual 
evolution out of 
picture writing 
but the work of 
one or two men. 

Naturally the first 

place was given to 

the first syllable 

of the divine word, 

the name of -the 

Deity. That is 

why A ie the first 

letter of the al- 

phabet. It stands 

for “bull” as has 

been deduced be- 

fore from other 

lines of evidence. 

But in the mind of 

the originator it 

stood for “God.” 

The letter, as it 

has come from the Assyrian through 
the Greek and Latin into English, still 
is a bull’s horns, somehow or other 
turned upside down in the long jour- 
ney. ) 
The Assyrian word for house was 
“betta.”” The Tayari word, and also 
the word in the very similar Aramaic 
dialect spoken by Jesus, was ‘“‘beth.”’ 
‘‘House,”” or “home,” was the second 
most sacred object in the life of the 
ancient Assyrian. He made its initial 
sound the second symbol in his alpha- 
bet, represented by a picture of a 
house. The Assyrian, of course, drew 
the kind of house with which he was 
familiar. It was a square, flat-roofed 
mud hut, open on one side. 

In just this kind of houses the Tay- 
ari are living today. Their letter B 
may be regarded as a crude represen- 
tation of the homes which shelter 
them. Here again the picture under. 
went profound modifications as it 
passed through Greek and Roman into 
English. The Greeks, for example, 
lived in two-story houses. The picture 
of a flat hut meant nothing to them. 
They added a second story—to make 
the Greek Beta which has been only 
slightly modified into the English B. 

The third most sacred object in the 
Assyrian daily life—and in the daily 
life of the present-day Tayari—was

the camel. Upon it they depended for 
transportation, food and clothing. Life 
would have been impossible without 
it. So they made the picture of a 
camel their third letter—Gamel. But, 
as in the case of the bull, the picture 
of a camel was rather difficult to draw 
in a hurry and hence not well adapted 
to. the purposes of writing. They con- 
ventionalized it to the outstanding 
feature of the animal—its hump. The 
Greeks, who didn’t know much about 
camels, modified it into their letter 
‘gamma.’ It appears in English as 
G—nothing more than the picture of 
the hump on a camel’s back. So with 
the fourth letter D. It was intended 
_ to be the conven- 
tionalized picture 
of a grove—delta. 
Groves were 8a- 
cred spots to the 
Assyrians. They 
are sacred spots to 
the Tayari of to- 
day. The original 
delta was an en- 
closure with a dot, 
representing a 
tree, in the center. 
Such places usual- 
ly were found at 
the mouths of 
streams — hence 
the English word 

*‘delta.”’ 

In the same 
way it is possai- 
ble to go through 
almost the entire 
alphabet. Every 
letter can be 
traced back to the 
Assyrian, to the 
Tayari, and to 
objects in common 

use among these people today. The 
alphabet is the Tayari child’s nursery 
book. 

Take L, for instance. It was orig- 
inally “lameth,’” a jawbone. The 
desert is strewn with jawbones of an- 
imals. Piles of them constitute prom- 
inent parts of the scenery. Another is 
H—originally “hawta.”’ It is a con- 
ventionalized picture of a snare trap. 
It doesn’t look much like a trap 
known to modern Americans, but it is 
a very fair representation of the trap 
used to this day by Tayari to catch 
wolves. M is ‘‘mem,’’ or water. The 
letter is the picture of a wave. N is 
‘narga,’’ an ax. The letter is a pic- 
ture of an ax-head. § is supposed to 
represent the man-in-the-moon. The 
letter is “semkat,’’ meaning ‘‘moon.” 

Dr. Lamsa’s own specialty is'Ara- 
maic. This was the dialect in which 
Jesus preached and was quite differ- 
ent from the classical Hebrew of the 
priests and the court. It was the lan- 
guage of the peasantry which had been 
preserved, with very little change, 
from the tongue spoken in Palestine 
for 2000 years, It was a homely lan- 
guage, close to home and field. The 
figures of speech used by Jesus were 
Aramaic idioms. Failure to under- 
stand them as idioms has led to. much 
misunderstanding, Dr. Lamsa says.

He illustrates what he means by a 
personal experience. When he first 
came to’the United States he became 
interested in baseball and an admirer 
of Babe Ruth.

He couldn’t 
understand why the fact hadn’t been 
emphasized more, but in his mind 
there was no doubt that the great 
Bambino actually was dead. 

Yet his mistake, he says, was no 
more absurd than some incorporated 
in the Greek translations of the Scrip- 
tures through failure to understand 
the idioms—the slang of the peas- 
antry—which are interwoven in the 
very structure of the Aramaic lan- 
guage. Now the Tayari tongue differs 
very little indeed from the Aramaic. 
These humble tribesmen—bull ‘wor- 
ship and all—are the only people left 
alive who speak almost in the tongue 
of the Galilee fishermen. 


studies that he went among them— 

to find instead the probable origin 
of the alphabet. After the Resurrection 
the Disciples scattered. Most went 
west where they preached the Gospel 
to peoples who spoke other tongues 
and to whom the homely idioms of the 
Sermon on the Mount were strange 
and alien. St. Thomas went east—to 
preach in his own tongue. Then arose 
the Nestorian communities. They were 
hard-pressed on all sides. In no other 
way than by extreme orthodoxy could 
they hope to retain their identity. 

This extreme orthodoxy preserved 
the clew to the riddle of the alphabet. 

Still the pattern of the alphabet’s 
wanderings has wide gaps between the 
Assyria of 1000 B. C. and twentieth 
century America. The way leads 
through Judea, Tyre, Greece, Rome 
and England. “tome received the al- 
phabet from Greece together with the 
rest of its basic culture. But it made 
many alterations in the style of the 
letters, and in their syllabic values. 

The Roman legions carried their al- 
phabet with them into Gaul and Brit- 
ain. Where their conquest was com- 
plete they suppressed the native cul- 
ture, such as it was. It was through 
Rome that the Gauls, Celts and Brit- 
ons had their first contacts with manu- 
script literature. Naturally there was 
a powerful influence for using the al- 
phabet of the conquero) 3 in their own 
productions. 

The native Gothic and Celtic alpha- 
bets were unable to hold their own, 
except in the north. : 

Then there were Gothic and Celtic 
alphabets. Where did they come 
from? There was obviously a crude 
similarity between them and the Ro- 
man, They were much less flexible 
and much more poorly adapted to lit- 
erary purposes. They, presumably, 
had come into Europe from the North 
while the Latin had come from the 
South. Yet the similarities proved 
that they hardly could have had en- 
tirely independent origins. 

The puzzle is just beginning to be 
solved, it is explained by Dr. John P. 
Harrington, noted Government expert 
on languages, with whom Dr. Larsa 
has been in consultation. 

An important link came with the 
discovery last year of Venitian inscrip- 
tions in Austria. The Venitians, ex- 
plains Dr. Harrington, were an A\l- 
banian tribe living at approximately 
the site of the present Venice in the 
days of the earliest Greek coloniza-

ROBABLY _ every- 
one who lives in a 
world of smoke, 
cash registers, trol- 
ley wires, red brick 
and corrugated tin 
thinks about re- 
molding it “nearer 
to the heart’s de- 
desire.”’ William 
Dorwin Teague of New York is one 
person who does something about it. 

His sure touch has swept, in many 
cases, the unnecessary ugliness from 
thermometers, furnaces, automobiles, 
gas compressors, railroad trains. The 
son of a Methodist preacher, born in 
Decatur, Indiana, a mail order cata. 
logue artist at 19, now, in his forties, 
he is one of the leaders of American 
industrial designers. 

His first jobs included lettering 
signs and drawing shoes and neckties 
for a mail-order house. He showed no 
enthusiasm when his boss confided 
that he thought he had it in him to 
become a successful fashion artist. 
But, while he plodded along, he made 
elaborate advertising drawings in 
spare time. One day he took a bunch 
of them to an advertising agency. 
They won a job, which he held for sev- 
eral years. 

Tiring of working for others, he de- 
cided to free-lance in decorative de- 
sign and typography. His dignified 
classic borders around impressive ad- 
vertisements became so well known 
that now they’re called ‘‘Teague bor- 
ders,”’ no matter who draws them. As 
the years passed, clients sought his ad- 
vice not only on their advertisements 


but on the appearance of their prod- 
ucts as well. 

More and more he saw that, while 
many of these products were no doubt 
necessary, most of them were a com- 
plicated mess. He made up his mind 
to do something about it. Barly in 
1926 he decided that after June 30 he 
would do no more borders. On that 
day he became a product designer and 
the demand for his services has since 
kept him steadily overworked.

of the outstanding mass poisoners in 
the history of crime. For besides two 
poison murders to which she has re- 
cently confessed, she is strongly sus- 
pected of having caused seven other 
deaths. And, besides, neighbors re- 
late many strange tales of violent 
nausea suffered as a result of sampling 
tidbits offered by Mrs. Creighton un- 
der the guise of friendship. 

The death in which she is held at 
present, and for which she admits re- 
Sponsibility, is that of Mrs. Ada Ap- 
Plegate. The violent demise of the 
latter recently topped off a year in 
which Mrs, Applegate and her hus- 
band, Everett, shared the prosaic 
stucco bungalow of the Creightons at 
12 Bryant place. John Creighton, the 
poisoner’s husband, is not under sus- 
picion. 

Coincidentally with her confession 
of the Applegate crime, Mrs. Creigh- 
ton casually admitted that she fatally 
poisoned her own brother in 1923, 
when she and her husband were living 
in Newark, New Jersey. Both Creigh- 
tons were indicted and tried for the 
brother’s death. 

They were triumphantly exonerated 
by the trial jury amid much tchk- 
tehk-ing about the law persecuting re- 
Spectable citizens; yanking them out 
of their homes and besmirching their 
names just to make a sensation. An- 
other jury subsequently acquitted the 
pair of the murder of Creighton’s 
mother. The young couple left New- 
ark and sought oblivion on Long Is- 
land. 


They might have found it had the 
skiliful hand of the attractive black- 
eyed young matron remained idle. But 
it didn’t. It continued to do two 
things which it had done in Newark— 
drop poison into food and pilfer from 
Other people’s pocketbooks. It was 
the combination of the two that final- 
ly trapped her in the Applegate case. 

Not until last year did the paths 
of the Applegates and the Creightons 
cross. Applegate, a jovial chap known 
88 Appy in Nassau County American 
Legion circles, met Creighton at a vet- 
erans’ gathering. Creighton, a sur- 
veyor, had served a hitch in the Navy. 
Applegate had done only three weeks 
in olive drab before the Armistice but 
he was a power in the Legion. He 
was Commander of the Second Divi- 
sion of the county unit and adjutant 
to Jacob Petit, County Commander. 
He made a fair living as investigator 
for a veterans’ relief bureau. Apple-

gate and Creighton became pals. 

Toward November, last year, Apple- 
gate, who was living with his in-laws 
and finding it something of a strain, 
discovered a lever by which he engi- 
neered the double-up with the Creigh- 
tons. He learned about the Newark 
past which the Creightons were trying 
so desperately to keep dark. 

Without telling Creighton, he 
worked directly on Mrs. Creighton. 
The result was an invitation to move 
into the Creighton home. The inno- 
cent Creighton agreed that this would 
be a good arrangement. So the Ap- 
plegates moved in, bringing their 
daughter, Agnes, who is 12 years old. 
Agnes found two excellent playmates 
in the Creighton children—Ruth, 165, 
and John Jr., 13. 

Applegate immediately began taking 
advantage of his secret power over 
Mrs. Creighton. They became intimate. 
Then he jilted her and seduced Ruth. 
His own wife was a pathetic, homely 
figure on the sidelines. Scorned by 
her husband, she desperately tried to 
make herself attractive. By rigid diet- 
ing she reduced from 260 to 220 
pounds. But she was still neglected. 


RS. CREIGHTON, meanwhile, 
MM eeetnes under the pressure of 

developments. She hated Ap- 
plegate, according to her confession, 
for jilting her. She also feared 
that her daughter would become a 
mother, as the youngster’s illicit 
relation with Applegate continued, 
month after month. It was this fear 


that shunted her hatred from Ap- 


plegate to his unattractive wife. She 
resolved to get Mrs. Applegate out of 
the way to make it possible for Apple- 
gate to marry Ruth. This, she felt, 
would save her daughter’s good name. 
But she did not dare to tell her hus- 
band what was going on under his 
own roof, for fear he would cause a 
rumpus which would unbutton Apple- 
gate’s lip. . 

Here she reverted to her old method 
—poisoning. Here a queer facet of her 
twisted character showed itself. 
sought out a cut-rate drug store to 
purchase the poison. And got it for 
23 cents. It was a preparation for 


killing rats and it consisted, 90 per’ 


cent, of one of the most virulent of 
poisons, She began administering it to’ 
Mrs. Applegate in her coffee and in 
her food. After four days of this, Mrs. 
Applegate became so ill that she was 
taken to a hospital, suffering from 
nausea. Three days later she came 
home, still very weak, and the sur- 
reptitious doses were resumed—in 
dishes brought to her bed. On the 
ninth day after the original dose, a 
dose was given in eggnog. Next morn- 
ing Mrs. Applegate was dead. 

“I acted as ‘though I was very 
thoughtful of her,’’ Mrs. Creighton’s 
signed confession reads. ‘‘I made her 
coffee and other things I knew she 
liked. When she was in the hospital, 
I visited her, bringing poison each 
time, but I didn’t get any chance to 
use it. When she died, I sat on the 
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edge of the bed 
and watched her.”’ 

Dr. Alexander 
Zazin, the puzzled 
Applegate physi- 
cian, attributed 
death to coronary 
occlusion — the 
closing of the cor- 
onary arteries — 
and funeral plans 
were drawn up. 
But someone 
tipped off the po- 
lice about Mrs. 
Creighton’s _ past. 
The_ police or- 
dered an autopsy. 
It showed 9.7 
grains of the pois- 
on in the vital or- 
gans, enough to 
kill three adults. 
The kidneys had 
been almost eaten 
away by the 
poison. 

Convinced that 
they had the right 
woman, Nassau 
police subjected 
her to a severe 
grilling. After two 
nights and two 
days they had 
got nowhere. On 
the third night 
they broke down 
the woman’s mask 
by an odd trick. 
They accused her 
of stealing money 
from her neigh- 
bors’ pocketbooks. 
Many women had 
complained of 
this and it was a 
subject of much 
gossip around 
Baldwin. The ac- 
cusation burst 
the floodgates. 
First came a ti- 
rade against her neighbors. Next 
came the confession, very casually, 
that she had killed Mrs. Applegate. 
Then she admitted her brother’s pois- 
oning, too. The prisoner talked al- 
most constantly during her waking 
hours for the next three days. But it 
was mostly repetition. Incidentally, 
she exonerated Applegate of complic- 
ity in his wife’s murder. He is, how- 
ever, held on statutory charges. He 
readily admits his affair with Ruth 
Creighton. 

After the poison confession, one of 
the neighbors, Mrs. Hermina Rehm,

came forward 
with an unusual 
story. Mrs. Rehm, 
who lived next 
door to the 
Creightons, left 
her pocketbook on 
the piano one day 
while dressing to 
go shopping in 
New York City. In 
the pocket book 
was $136. She 
told Mrs. Creigh- 
ton, who was Call- 
ing, to wait until 
she came down- 
stairs again. But 
her neighbor had 
gone some fifteen 
minutes later. So 
had the $136. 

Not suspecting 
Mrs. Creighton, 
Mrs. Rehm _ ran 
next door and told 
of her plight. Mrs. 
Creighton was 
sympathetic. She 
lent Mrs. Rhem 
$36. Mrs. Rehm 
did not go shop- 
ping that day. She 
kept the money 
and showed it to 
her husband. The 
ten-dollar notes 
bore the name of 
Chase National 
Bank, as had 
those in the miss- 
ing Rehm  bank- 
roll. 

Next day, in a 
side-fence conver- 
sation, Mrs. Rehm 
hinted that she 
knew who the 
thief was. Within 
a few hours, Mrs. 
Creighton brought 
over a choice bowl

she had made, herself. Feeling that 
she was unjustly suspicious, Mrs. 
Rehm ate the chile in Mrs. Creigh- 
ton’s presence, as a sort of amends. 
She suffered agonizing abdominal 
pains. Upon her recovery, Mrs. 
Creighton brought over milk and 
home-made muffins, Again Mrs. Rehm 
was convulsed with abdominal 
cramps. She again recovered and her 
solicitous neighbor prepared her a 
juicy hamburger roast. After eating 
this, Mrs. Rehm lost consciousness. 
Her doctor diagnosed her case as 
poisoning. 


When she recovered, Mrs. Creighton 
sued her for the $36 loan. And won 
a judgment in a Justice of the Peace 
court! The Rehms moved away post- 
haste to another community. 

Mrs. Rehm recalled other queer oc- 
currences. There was the 12-year-old 
boy of another neighbor who invéAri- 
ably grew ill after accepting dinner 
invitations from the Creightons. There 
was the Creighton kitten which once 
became strangely ill, losing large 
hunks of hair, a symptom of the poi- 
son which its mistress invariably used. 
There was Harry Dore, a boarder in 
the Creighton home, who, in the pres- 
ence of company, would inspect his 
food with minute care before eating. 
Dore was one of the few who knew 
about Newark. He has since vanished. 

More light was shed by former neigh- 
bors in Bellmore, Long Island, where 
the Creightons first moved after de- 
parting from unhappy Newark. In 
Bellmore, Mrs. Creighton was an in- 
defatigable worker in the Bellmore 
Presbyterian Church. Once in 1928, 
after she had paid a visit to the home 
of a Mrs. Townsend G. Smit, the host- 
ess missed her purse and $15. 

Weeks later a plumber, repairing a 
leak in the Creighton cellar, found the 
purse. There had been gossip that 
Mrs. Creighton had been stealing 
purses at church auxiliary meetings, 
so the plumber ran with the purse to 
Mrs. Smit. 


Mrs. Creighton was arrested. The 

Justice of the Peace before whom 
the hearing came up suggested that 
since it was a church occurrence, the 
accused be given a church trial. So, 
dripping injured innocence, Mrs. 
Creighton sat demurely before her fel- 
low church members and heard her 
counsel, the Rev. Daniel Corey, plead 
for exoneration. She got the exonera- 
tion. Her explanation to the jury was: 
‘Someone wanted to hurt me. They 
threw the purse into my cellar. The 
windows often are left open.’’ 

A Mrs. Pollak, who had assisted in 
the prosecution, lived across the street 
from the Creightons. She felt might- 
ily ashamed one day when Mrs. 
Creighton proposed that they forget 
their differences and become friends 
again. Not to be outdone she invited 
Mrs. Creighton to a tea at her home 
later in the week to cement the 
patched friendship. 

There were three other guests — 
Mrs. Bond, Mrs. Reed and Mrs. 
O’Brien. When the time came for 
food, Mrs. Creighton made the grand 
gesture. She would make some deli- 
cious cocoa and relieve her gracious 
hostess of the burden. Mrs. Pollak 
doesn’t care much for cocoa, so she 
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didn’t drink any. Mrs. 
Bond, Mrs. Reed and 
Mrs. O’Brien drank 
theirs. When they got 
home, they collapsed with 
cramps. Their 
doctors said 
they had been 

poisoned. 
There was 
an investiga- 
tion but it 
came to noth- 
ing. No one 
in Bellmore 
knew of the 
Newark trials. 
Everyone 
thought the 
Creightons 
came from 
Virginia. But 
one signifi- 
cant thing did 
come out of it. 
Mrs. Pollak’s 
house was al- 
most burned 
down. A de- 
tective ac- 
costed Mrs. 
Creighton in her own 
back yard. He thought he 
detected an odor of kero- 
sene about her but he was 
afraid to arrest her for 
fear he couldn’t prove it. 
Now the story, goes 
back to 1923, in New- 
ark. John and Mary 
_ Creighton are living in a 
comfortable home on 
North Seventh _ street. 
Creighton inherited it 
from his parents, Walter and Anna 
Creighton, who died in 1920 and 1921 
respectively. He also inherited an 

estate of about $7000. 

Charles Avery, 18, brother of young 
Mrs. Creighton, is a house guest. One 
day he gives up his job as grocery 
clerk to consult Dr. Thomas Boyle 
about strange abdominal cramps. The 
physician prescribes a mild treatment. 
The treatment fails and Avery is put 
to bed by his. sister, who supervises 
his feeding. 


NEIGHBOR, Mrs. Louis E. 
A Batchelor, stops at the sick room 
window one day to chat with the 
patient. He complains that his sister 
continually feeds him chocolate pud- 
ding with an unpleasant taste. He says 
he is sure he will get more for supper. 
Dr. Boyle is mystified with the ail- 
ment. It refuses to respond to treat- 
ment. However, on the ninth day after 
the sickness began, Avery shows great 
improvement. But on the tenth day 
he is dead. 

“Poor Ray,” sighs his sister in the 
presence of Dr. Boyle, “‘I think he must 
have had a love affair. He must have 
taken something.”’ 

Dr. Boyle has the vital organs an- 
alyzed. The analysis shows the boy 
has been poisoned. Boyle learns that 
the sister has had him insured for 
$1000 and that she stands to inherit 
part of a fund of $1800 held in trust 
for the boy. 

Exhumation of the bodies of the 
elder Creightons reveals traces of poi- 
son in the stomach of the mother. The 
father’s death had been much like hers 
—cramps, convulsions and stiffening 
of the joints. The indictment of both 
the younger Creightons follows. And 
their two acquittals. John Jr. is born 
while Mrs. Creighton is under arrest, 
and that helps drum up public sym- 
pathy for her. Pictures of little Ruth, 
then 3, are carried in the newspapers 
under such captions as: ‘“‘Innocent Suf- 
ferer in Mother’s Ordeal.”’ 

The prosecution was weak in one 
vulnerable spot. It was unable to 
bring proof of the actual administer- 
ing of the poison. In the case of the 
Avery youth, there was expert testi- 
mony that more than enough poison to 
kill a man had been found in his vital 
organs. 

The defense rested without calling 
a witness. Said former Judge James W. 
McCarthy, defense lawyer: ‘It is a 
crime on Main street to be good look- 
ing and to boast of being a wealthy 
person.” The juries brought in quick 
acquittals. 

Now that Mrs. Creighton has con- 
fessed her brother’s murder, Newark- 
ers recall that two dogs belonging to

BROWNING, Missouri. 
HE melancholy days 
——— 7 of a North Missouri 
autumn have come 
to Frances Harring- 
| ton-Carter - McGill -

then - Smith-Carter, 
seven times married 
and seven times di- 
vorced, sitting in 
loneliness at the age of 36, with 
only her parakeets and canaries for 
company, pondering the destiny that 
has denied her the happiness that she 
has seven times sought and seven 
times missed. It is destiny, she is 
sure of that, or something with- 
out a name that makes shipwreck 
of a woman’s life, something so 
sinister that it strikes not once in a 
lifetime but seven times in 16 years 
and for all that she knows may strike 
again if she again seeks happiness. 

Whether she will seek it again in 
that way is a decision that waits upon 
time’s healing. Discouragement sits 
with her and counsels caution; and 
she gives heed, for she still feels her 
latest hurt, the worst of the seven. 
When six marriages had failed her she 
took as her seventh husband the man 
who had been her first, who had wait- 
ed for her while she was sampling hus- 
bands here and there, finding not one 
that satisfied. Surely, returning at 
last to her first love, she would come 
to the end of the trail. But it was not 
so. Six weeks sufficed to show that 
twice-sought felicity was as elusive as 
at first, and so they again went their 
separate ways. 

The destiny that was to be her un- 
doing, if destiny it was, hovered over 
Frances Harrington's childhood. She 
does not remember a time when she 
was not the pawn of others’ games 
and the puppet of courts’ decisions. 
She was lawed over and lawed over as 
a child. Courtrooms were her play 
places. Though in womanhood she 
has turned to them in her distresses, 
she feels that they have blighted her 
life. 

Marital mischance shadowed her as 
a child before she knew its meaning. 
Her mother, beautiful Flora Belle 
Mairs, daughter of Dr. and Mrs. J. 

A. Mairs of Browning, was married to 
Frank Harrington of Kirksville. They 
Separated after the birth of Frances 
and the child, when still an infant, 
Was placed in the keeping of her 
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grandmother, 
Mrs. Sarah 

Mairs, while the 
mother was making 

her own way, first as an 
actress and later in the busi- 

ness world of St. Louis. 
Mrs. Harrington obtained a di- 

vorce and the custody of the child, 
but it did not suit Harrington for 
Frances to be with her grandparents. 
He brought suit to regain her custody. 
While the suit was pending the mother 
of Frances, then the divorced wife of 
James Abeles of St. Louis, lost her 
life in the Berlin Hotel fire of Novem- 
ber, 1912. Her death gave Harring- 
ton an advantage in his fight for pos- 
session of Frances, and she was award- 
ed to him, but her preference for liv- 
ing with her grandmother, whom she 
called ‘‘Mama,”’ was so great that she 
continued to live most of the time in 
the Mairs home. It seems to her, 
though, that there was constant liti- 
gation between her grandmother and 
her father, for she says she was al- 
ways being lawed over here and 
there, living part of the time with her 
father and part of the time with her 
grandmother, and she felt that she had 
no home that she could really call her 
own. 

After her mother’s death there was 
more litigation. Dr. Mairs was ap- 
pointed administrator of his daugh- 
ter’s estate. Mrs. Mairs, who had been 
generous with her daughter, pressed 
claims against the estate, in the inter- 
est of Frances. 


RS. MAIRS, who, because of 
We dominating personality, 

was later known locally as 
“Captain Sallie,’’ was devoted to the 
child, not less than to her son Ben, 
born at about the same time as Fran- 
ces, and went through numerous court 
battles in her behalf. She was an ag- 
gressive woman, a manager, looking 
after her husband’s business affairs as 
doctor and druggist, making invest- 
ments and acquiring town properties 
and farm lands. Her strong will was 
brought to bear in the upbringing of 
Frances. She saw to it that Frances 
had a good education, sending her to 
Mary Institute, St. Louis: the State 
Normal at Kirksville and William 
Woods College, Fulton, Mo. 


It was quite the natural thing that 
Captain Sallie, when Frances was 19, 
picked out a husband for her, but in 
such matters Frances had a will of her 
own. She refused to marry the man 
her grandmother had picked out and 
was married to Fern Carter, who had 
been her playmate and schoolmate. 
Captain Sallie was displeased. but did 
not withhold her consent. : 

Looking back now, Frances thinks 
it might have been better if she had 
been guided by her grandmother's ad- 
vice. Perhaps if she had married the 
other man there would have been only 
one marriage for her instead of seven, 
and seven divorces. It is not unlikely, 
too that frustrated Captain Sallie con- 
tributed, to the disaster that befell the 
marriage, for she did not like Fern 
Carter and took it upon herself to 
Manage, more or less, the affairs of 
the young couple.

From the time they go beyond the 
copybook stage, variations creep in.’’ 


NE of Farrar’s earlier cases in- 
() roirec several prominent St. 

Louisans. A _ well-known St. 
Louis man had received scurrilous and 
threatening unsigned letters. They 
were all written on a typewriter. Far- 
rar was asked to find the author. With 
a few clews to start on he ran down 
the typewriter on which all the letters 
had been written, for individual type- 
writers and individual typewriting are 
almost as distinctive as handwriting. 
The author of the letters, it was fairly 
well established, was another promi- 
nent St. Louisan. When confronted 
with the evidence, the latter killed 
himself, although the real motive 
for his suicide was never made 
public. 

Forgers, says Farrar, usually make 
the mistake of reproducing a signature 
exactly, whereas no one ever signs his 
name precisely the same way twice. 
Recently he had interesting proof of 
that. Through a friend a client came 
to him who had recently inherited a 
library. In one of the volumes of that 
library, a life of Cardinal Richelieu 
published in the seventeenth century, 
were four or five signatures of Button 
Gwinnett, a signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, whose auto- 
graph is so rare that it brings $30,000 
or more from collectors. 

At least the client hoped that these 
were authentic Button Gwinnett auto- 
graphs. He was a young man of mod- 
est income, working in one of the Gov- 
ernment departments. In the Library 
of Congress are at least two known 
Button Gwinnett signatures, one of

them on the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. A comparison of enlarged pho- 
tographs of these with enlarged pho- 
tographs of the signatures in question 
showed that all those in the book were 
like the signature on the Declaration 
of Independence, with one important 
exception. They were nearly half again 
as short as that signature. 

When Farrar superimposed the pho- 
tographs of the questioned signatures 
he found that they almost exactly ¢co- 
incided. This in itself convinced Far- 
rar they were not genuine. Further 
research brought to light a supposed 
facsimile of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and in that facsimile the 
signature of Button Gwinnett had been 
reduced in size from the original by 
nearly one-half. It was this facsimile 
that the forger had used as his model.

He is the first American- 
born conductor to be taken seriously 
abroad—or, for that matter, in this 
country. At 35, he is as much a crea- 
ture of legend—witness the lost B 
Flat of Turin—as a Toscanini or a 
Stokowski. 

He earned his first nickel showing 
gentlemen the right door at a restau- 
rant New Year’s party. His father 
had one side of that nickel polished 
and engraved, ‘My first earned 
money.’’ It was a symbol to him that 


maybe the boy, who had worried him: 


sick, might yet straighten up into a 
substantial restaurateur—or at least a 
competent washroom attendant. 

August Janssen, Danish immigrant, 
had never wasted his time. And now 
he was a millionaire, proprietor of the 
famous Hofbrau in New York, a her- 
itage of which any boy might well be 
proud, if only the boy could be made 
to see it. 

But Janssen the elder counted far 
too much on the nickel won from a 
grateful gentleman on New Year's eve, 
1911. Werner, born in June, 1900, 
showed no further sign of abjuring the 
ruinous tastes he had picked up from 
governesses and music teachers, with 
the connivance of his own mother. 

He kept on sneaking off to sym- 
phony rehearsals, poring over scores, 
conducting phantom orchestras, com- 
mitting symphonies to memory. 

For 20 years, with his head full of 
great music, Werner washed dishes 
and slept in flop-houses while his fa- 
ther dangled before him a partner- 
ship in the Hofbrau—if he would only 
give up music. 

At 14, he gave music lessons. He 
organized an orchestra at Phillips Ex- 
eter for dances and school functions. 
At Dartmouth, he waited on table and 
washed dishes from 6:30 to 9 in the 
morning; played the piano for an hour 
and then washed dishes for an hour

at lunch, likewise at dinner; and then, 
from 7 p. m. to 12:15 a. m., played 
the piano at the Nugget, the local 
moving picture theater.

Perhaps it was just as well that, 
about then, he enlisted in the infantry.

‘Play 
loud,’”’ said Davidson. Janssen beat his 
fingers blue. ‘‘How’m I doing?’’ he 
asked. “O. K., but I can hear the 
drum,’’ said Davidson. A few nights 
later Janssen was fired; not loud 
enough. 

He played the piano in a dime store, 
“identified’’ tunes for music store cus- 
tomers, slept in the parks or a flop- 
house, and then made three whole dol- 
lars a night in Leo Reisman’s dance 
orchestra, got $25 for ‘‘Dancing Hon- 
eymoon,’’ and achieved a small room 
all his own. 

Thence he dived into Tin Pan Alley 
up to the ears, at $5 a week. He ghost- 
wrote music, accompanied Will Rogers, 
conducted theater orchestras, wrote 
the music for ‘‘Lady Butterfly’’ in 
1925 and the “Follies’”’ in 1925 and 
1926, turned out ‘‘Wonderful You,”’ 
‘“‘Whoopee’’ and other fair successes. 
But fortunately, no great hit, for 
while the flesh-pots were lean, he had 
time and will to whittle away at com- 
positions of, he hoped, more perma- 
nent nature. 

Meantime he was fired from the 
NBC and from the old Roxy Theater, 
where the baton was snatched from 
his hands before the orchestra. But 
it led to a remarkable and satisfying 
radio job in Cleveland. A musical 
“sob sister,’’ he did the town in tone 
“feature stories’ for radio broadcast 
on tough assignment from John Royal 
—'‘Jail Wail’’ from two days in ‘‘stir’’ 
(as a visitor); ‘“‘Terminal Tower,” a 
shrewd etching of work and play in 
an office building. 

One of them was too good. 
Year’s Eve in New York’’ compelled 
Royal decently to waive his $85-a- 
week contract, for it won Janssen the 
Juilliard prize for three years’ study 
in Rome.

Twice at least he has encountered 
an orchestra impatient of youth, once 
as victor and once, it appears, van- 
quished. He stared down mid-concert 
sabotage last year in the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic; but his rather disappoint- 
ing showing with the New York Phil- 
harmonic was attributed, in some 
quarters, to the difficulties any con- 
ductor is.apt to encounter in follow- 
ing the incandescent Toscanini. 


E IS A conductor, no longer a 
‘Ss composer since he lost his score 

for ‘‘Manhattan Transfer’’— 
with libretto by John Dos Passos—in 
Rome, when, sardonically, though al- 
ready famous for carrying most 
great music in his head, he had not 
memorized his own. Like his mem- 
ory, his sense of pitch and rhythm 
are fabulous. 

At a Lambs: Club Gambol he was 
blindfolded while fellow musicians 
struck 12-note chords and he named 
the individual notes. Three years ago 
in a Strasbourg tavern, Janssen and 
several composers drank beer while 
rain dripped from the eaves. ‘“‘Highty- 
four,” said Janssen. Somebody got a 
metronome and synchronized it with 
the drip—exactly 84 to the minute. 
And then there was the lost B Fiat of 
Turin. 

Turin had not heard that note for 
years; no tuba player in years had 
gone so low, and no conductor had no- 
ticed the difference.

ening letters sent to several in- 
dividuals. These letters were linked 
with the murder of the District Attor- 
ney in a moonshine feud. For weeks 
Farrar worked over the letters, which 
were written in a strange antique 
script, s0 unusual as to be almost like 
a cipher or cryptograph. The letters 
had a certain resemblance to the let- 
ters of the Greek alphabet. 

Limehouse was arrested and 
charged with sending the letters 
through the mails. The case turned 
on a scrap of blotting paper. Blotted 
on this scrap of paper were several of 
these curious letters, the “O. B.” of 
Limehouse’s name and the name of 
the town, Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
not far from Charleston. But despite 
this evidence, Farrar could never bring 
‘himself to believe that Limehouse 
wrote the letters, and the ex-Sheriff 
was acquitted. For weeks Farrar 
worked on this case and at his request 
the Postoffice Department put an ad- 
ditional postal inspector on the job, 
to investigate the Orangeburg angle. 
Although Farrar has his own private 
opinion as to who wrote the letters, 
the mystery has never been solved. 

During his conferences with Lind- 
bergh, at the time that the flyer still 
hoped to recover his child alive, Far- 
rar says he advised him to demand 
some proof that the author of the ran- 
som notes had the child and that the 
child was living. 

“I told Colonel Lindbergh,” Farrar 
said, ‘that the man was a North Ger- 
man, that he had a plan very care- 
fully prepared in advance. Everything 
pointed to his German characteristics. 
The mysterious signs about which so 
much to-do was made were really only 
the work of an ingenious carpenter 
who drew circles around a 60-cent 
piece, made inner circles with the 
damp cork of an ink bottle and then 
punched holes with the blunt end of a 
file.

that the language of the ransom 

notes was too fulsome and too 
carefully thought out, that because of 
this I doubted that the author of the 
notes still had the child. I suggested 
that he ask for evidence, and it was 
then, you will recall, that the Jafsie 
negotiations began, with the result 
that the child’s sleeping garment was 
given as proof that the kidnaper had 
the baby in his possession.”’ 

Among the famous forgeries that 
Farrar has exposed were the Mexican 
letters published by Willlam Randolph 
Hearst. These purported to be signed 
by Plutarco Elias Calles, then Presi- 
dent of Mexico, and they related how 
certain United States Senators had 
been paid by the Government of Mex- 
ico to cultivate friendly relations with 
the United States. They were all forg- 
eries, the Calles signature copied from 
a single original which had one down 
stroke that none other of Calles’ sig- 
natures showed. 

In the small laboratory adjoining 
his office on the top floor of the Treas- 
ury Farrar has a laboratory in which 
he employs many scientific devices to 
help him read everything that a scrap 
of paper may say. Ultra-violet light 
and microphotography have been ex- 
tremely useful, he says. In one in- 
stance a client brought to him the 
charred fragments of a will that had 
been deliberately burned by one of 
the disgruntled heirs. Ordinary pho- 
tography brought out certain typewrit- 
ten words, but not enough to estab- 
lish the text of the will. Photographed 
under’ ultra-violet light, virtually 
every word of.the document could be 
read. 

His run-of-the-mine duties in the 
Treasury have often been very heavy. 
Thus the Government sends out from 
500,000 to 600,000 checks a day and 
of this number about 600 are returned 
every day. About 20 of these are “‘in- 
dorsed by someone without authority, 
to put it in the gentlest way possible,’’ 
Farrar said. Most of these forged in- 
dorsements came to his office ulti- 
mately. The majority of forgeries he 
has dealt with—of government bonds 
and other documents—have involved 
relatively small amounts, but one man 
arrested and convicted during the war 
forged $65,000 in United States bonds. 
Farrar has had to travel many hun- 
dreds of thousands of miles on govern- 
ment cases, 42,000 miles in a single 
winter, he computed. 

Farrar retired November 1. He has 
been succeeded by his assistant; Alwyn 
Cole. It so happens that Cole also 
comes of an old St. Louis family. His 
grandfather, James B. Cole, had a fac- 
tory for the manufacture of tobacco 
products in St. Louis. 

Although he does not expect to have 
as much to do as when he was Exam- 
iner of Questioned Documents for the 
Treasury and also carried on a private 
practice in expertizing documents in 
his spare time, Farrar expects to be 
kept fairly busy. Will cases are the 
commonest kind. There are few quali- 
fied handwriting experts, which may 
be one reason why their services com. 
mand such a price. Farrar is paid

She had her story all fixed up 
about two burglars who broke into the 
house, and it was a good one, but she 
said that when she heard something 
in the house she got out of bed and 
went to see what it was. You remem- 
ber, I asked her whether her husband 
was sleeping next to the wall, and she 
said no, she was. Well, right there 
were two unnatural things; it was un- 
natural for her to go herself instead of 
waking up her husband, and it was un- 
natural if she could get out of that bed 
from behind him without waking him 
up, and it was on those two slips that 
she was finally convicted.”’ 

“But chief,” protested the young de- 
tective, “chow about that Hunter case? 
It seems to me that it was all unnat- 
ural. What do you do in a case like 
that?’’ 

Ellis Parker emitted a puff of 
smoke that wreathed his head, and his 
face expanded into a smile that made 
him resemble a barbered Santa Claus. 

.. - Well, now, that case did have 
a good many unnatural features. 
That’s what made it so hard to solve, 
and why I think it was one of the best 
cases I ever handled. But you have 
to learn how to use the unnatural 
things, if you know what I mean. May- 
be you don’t understand, but you will 
when I explain. 

I'll always remember that as. the 
case that started four hours before the 
crime, and with the most unnatural 
thing of all. I might not have noticed 
it at that if my attention hadn’t been 
called to it. You see, I was pretty new 
at this business then. I had only been 
a detective for about nine years. 

I remember the night very well. It 
was in the early spring of 1901, the 
year McKinley was shot and Teddy 
Roosevelt became President of the 
United States.

Now in New York that day had 
been a bright spring day, but in 
Southern New Jersey and Phila- 
delphia a snowstorm; therefore 
the robbers had probably come 
from New York. 

You might say that they were 
too hard up to have overcoats, but 
that wouldn’t go. At least one of 
them wasn’t too hard up to have 
an expensive spring hat, and since 
they weren't local men they were 
not too hard up to have come here 
on the train. 

That opened up a whole new 
line of inquiries.

the Creightons perished in con- 
vulsions a few weeks before 
Avery's death. The police believe 
that Mrs. Creighton was trying out 
her hand on the pets before tack- 
ling her brother. 

And authorities are now prob- 
ing the sudden deaths in 1915 of 
Mrs. Creighton’s paternal grand- 
parents, who left $30,000, in 
which she shared with three broth- 
ers and sisters; also the deaths of 
two aunts and an uncle. 

Two mysterious coincidences 
and the story is closed. In 1920, 
the elder Creighton walked into 
Newark police headquarters one 
day and complained—that his 
wallet had been stolen from his 
home! The detectives called and 
questioned everyone. A few weeks 
later Creighton was dead of poi- 
soning. 

In 1935, when the Applegate 
trouble was brewing, Mrs. Mary 
Creighton complained to Nassau 
police that threatening letters 
were being left on her doorstep. 
Detectives were planted at the 
home. The letters stopped com- 
ing. But as the plant was re- 
moved the housewife complained 
that the notes had started coming 
again. They threatened her with 
death. Police concluded that she 
was writing them herself. The 
signature on the notes? Charles 
Raymond Avery, the full name of 
the brother she now confesses hav- 
ing murdered in 1923!

They were driven 
northeastward and eventually 
merged in the primitive tribes of 
the central European wilderness. 
But before this happened they had 
left behind them, graven on stone, 


the last traces of their style of. 


writing, which were thus pre- 
served for present-day archeolo- 
gists. These few tablets are a 
link between Syriac and Runic, 
between ancient Egypt and an- 
client Norway. The letters vary 
widely from those of ancient Al. 
banian but they are nearly iden- 
tical with the Runic inscriptions 
which were being used in Scandi. 
navia, Germany and the British 
Isles at the time of the Roman 


‘ conquest. 


The Venitians taught the Nor- 
dic and Alpine aboriginals with 
whom they came in contact the 
art of writing and these, in turn, 
carried it to the farthest reaches 
of northern Europe, to Greenland, 
and possibly to America. It pro- 
foundly affected the modern Euro- 
pean alphabets which are basical- 
ly Roman with strong Scandina- 
vian impressions. In present day 
America there is left but a single 
trace of this ancient Venetian al- 
phabet-—the ‘“‘ye’’ which is used 
in place of ‘‘the’’ to denote ‘‘an- 


| tiquity’’ over so many curio shops, 


road houses, etc. 

Now, Dr. Lamsa points out, 
while the Venetian alphabet came 
from the same source originally as 
the Greek and Roman it came by 
a different route, more directly, 


and with less modifications. 


the Mediterranean route. Their 
friendly relations, both in Italy 
and in Albania, were with mi- 
grants out of Asia Minor through 
the Balkans. They received their 
alphabet in very nearly the form 
in which it had originated among 
the Assyrians, but modified it 
somewhat in keeping with their 
own ways of life. 


HE other route of the alpha- 
bet westward was by way of 
the Mediterranean where it 
was carried by Phoenician traders. 
The Phoenicians long have been 
credited with inventing the alpha- 
bet. Actually they did nothing of 
the kind, Dr. Lamsa says, al- 
though doubtless they modified it 
to suit their own use. They used, 
he says, the alphabet they found 
among their Assyrian neighbors. 
They brought this alphabet 
with them on their trading trips 
to Greek ports. They and the 
Greeks, in turn, brought it to 
Italy. The Italian conquests car- 
ried it to central Europe where it 
met once more its long-lost rela- 
tive—the Runic. It was adopted 
at once by the Southern tribes. 
The Northern tribes admitted it 
more slowly. Even today, as in 
German script and English ‘‘ye”’ 
something of the old survives. 
Each race which received the 
alphabet modified it. Different 
implements were used for writ- 
ing. With some of them certain 


Ou ABC: 


letters were difficult to make. 
They were either altered or 
dropped. Certain sounds were 
hard to pronounce. Hence the al- 
phabetic symbols for them had 
no meaning and were dropped. 
In recent years many Egyptolo- 
gists have maintained that the al- 
phabet came originally from 
Egypt. The oldest known exam- 
ples of it are Egyptian heiro- 
glyphs which are very close to the 
Greek and Semitic letters. The 
recent findings, Dr. Lamsa main- 
tains, entirely disprove this. The 
actual objects themselves were ir 
use among the Assyrians, not 
among the Egyptians. Moreover, 
he maintains, the movement in 
the ancient world was from Asia 
Minor to Egypt, rather than the 
reverse. An Egyptian invasion 
never crossed the Euphrates but 
Assyrian and other Semitic peo- 
ples made frequent thrusts into 
Africa—so much so that there is 
a large element of Semitic blood 
in the Egyptians of today. The 
alphabet, he believes, was taken 
into Africa by the soldiers. From 
there it spread southward to 
Ethiopia where it still is pre- 
served in one of its purest forms. 
An excellent example of the 
changes made by the Egyptians, 
Dr. Lamsa says, is furnished by 
the letter A. The Assyrians in- 
troduced this as a conventional- 
ized picture of a bull with both 


horns and wings on its head. The | 
Egyptians dropped the horns, and | 
hence the picture of a bull became | 
the first letter of their alphabet. . 


The first real ‘‘break’’ in un- 
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raveling the riddle of the alpha- 
bet came in 1799 with the discov- 
ery near the Rosetta mouth of the 
Nile by a French artillery officer 
of the celebrated Rosetta stone of 
the Moabites, containing parallel 
texts in Egyptian, Moabite and 
Greek. The deciphering of this 
stone by Thomas Young, English 
scientist, made possible for the 
first time the translation of the 
Egyptian inscriptions and showed 
clearly the pictorial nature of the 
letters:
